poor family, is not to be. got by a 
great many of them, which, is very 
much to be lamented, as a great ma- 
ny lads fit for fervice cam get no place, 
by reafon every thing is fodear, the 
farmers fay they cannot afford to main- 
tain them; the woollen manufacture 
is likewife greatly hurt by this dimi- 
nution in the number of ftheep, for 
the wool grown in thefe new inclo- 
fures though larger, does not amount 
to near fo much in quantity, as when 
there was double the number of theep 
kept, which . Naturally accounts for 
the high price of that COAG: fo

Hope I have already made it mani- 

feft, that there is a very material 
difference between the laws of Enp- 
land and the laws of taxation, bu: I 
mutt ftill add another difference, which 
has arifen fince our fupreme legiflative 
aflembly or parliament was divided 
into two houfes, one confifting of 
our hereditary nobles, and the other 
of the répréfentatives of the com- 
mons. It would lead me too far to 
thew how the péople of this free 
country came to be diftinguifhed 
into nobles and confmons, for it 
js certain that originally the king 
had it as little in his power to 
make a nobleman, as he has it now 
to make a gentleman. 
fore go no farther back than the reign 
of Edward I, who, in order to have 
a ballance againft the power and in- 
fluence of the great lords or barons, 
adopted and eftablifhed that model 
of government that. had been firft 
introduced by the rebels againft his 
father, by giving the reprefenta- 
tives of the people a fhare in the fu- 
preme legiflature of their country. 
This was certainly more agreeable to 
the antient Saxon formof government, 
but by this means all the lefler barons 
loft their peerage: Neither they, nor 
the chief magiftrates of any of dur ci- 
ties or boroughs, had any feat in par- 
liament unlefs they were called by the 
King’s {pecial writ, or chofen by the 


people of fome county, city or bo- © 


rough, as their reprefentative: In the 
former cafe, the perfons fo called had 
a feat in the houfe of lords, in the 
latter, the perfons fo chofen had a feat 
in the houfe of commons. 

From this time none of thofe who 
had a feat in the houfe of lords could 
be faid to be the hereditary reprefen- 
tatives of the people, or of any part 
of the people, no not fo much as of 
the freeholders within their own ima- 
hors; for all freeholders had a vote 
for the knights of the fhire, and the 
freemen of our cities and boroughs 
had, mediately or immediately, a vote 
for their own members, coniequently 
Dec. 1766.

feat in the houfe of lords, fo far at 
leaft as related to thofe then called 
the lefler barons, depended now en- 
tirely upon the pleafure of the crown ; 
and even as to the greater barons, 
their heving a feat in parliament was 
it feems a little precarious, before they 
had compelled King John to grant 
them the famous charter at Running 
Mead. However, from the conqneit 
until this time, they may properly 
enough be faid to have been the re- 
prefentatives of the people, as the 
conqueror, in imitation of the form 
of government then eftablifhed in 
France, had divided the whole king- 
dom into baronies ; and as every ba- 


ron, that is to fay every man who 


held his lands im capite of the crown, 
and the chief magiftrates of ail the 
royal cities and boroughs, that is to 
fay all fuch as were not included with. 
in fome barony granted to a fubjeé, 
had a right to be called, {pecially or 
generally, to the Norman parliaments, 
we may properly enough fay that all 
the freemen in England had their he- 
reditary or elective reprefentatives in 
thofe parliaments, and confequently, 
that even during that time no free- 
man could be bound by any law but 
fuch as they or their anceftors had 
by themfelves or their reprefentatives 
in parliament confented to. 

From hence we may fuggelt the rea 
fon whiy the mayors of London and 
York are dignified with the title of 
lord; for they are perhaps the only 
two cities that were never included - 
in any barony that was ever graut- 
ed to any fubje ; but before the goth 
of Henry the 3d the darones minores, 
as they were then called, had become 
fo numerous, and fo many of our ci- 
ties and boroughs had acquired a ti- 
tle to be deemed royal, and fo many 
of both were at the fame time fo poor, 
that few of them ever attended if 
parliament, unleis they had or expeét- 
ed fome lucrative place or office under 
the crown, as the king was always

ready to excufe the atténdance of thofe 
that defired it. . By this! ity became

I have no occa- 
fion at prefent to take notice of either 
of thefe claims, any further than to 
obferve, that this claim of ‘the houfe 
of commons has introduced'a very ma- 
terial difference between the laws of 
England and the laws of taxation.

fition that they had no othe. trade 
than to their mother country); and. is 
prepofterous when applied to a peo- 
ple, whofe Jands. through albthew va- 
rious foils and climates are! bux uriant- 
ly rich in almoft all: the: productions 
of the earth, who befides (their: inex. 
hauttible fihheries, and befides their in- 
tercourfe with Great Britain; carry 
on a mot ‘extenfive trafiick with: the 
Weft-Indies,' ‘with Africa, and with 
all parts of Europe to the’ fouthward 
of Cape Finefterre; and whofe feas 
are from al) thefe caufes thronged with 
fhips, and their rivers -floatin 3 with 
commerce.

W HE T HE R the policy and in. 
tereft of this kingdom will, or 


ought to fuffer Spain to difmember its 
monarchy, by giving a part of it to 
France, or whether the has a right fo 
to do, I thall not take on me to de- 
termine; but this I am fure of, that 
fince the treaty of Utrecht, a more 
dangerous one, both to the power 
and commercé of Great-Britain, has 
not been entered into, than that lately 
concluded between France, and Spain, 
whereby the latter cedes to the for- 
mer her half of the ifland of Hifpa- 
niola. My reafons for thinking (0, 
are, 

That the one half of that ifland, 
which France now has, makes as much 
fugar, and more indigo and other 

eft-India productions, than all our 
iflands put together: that with the 
Spanifh half of that ifland now ceded 
to her, Europe muft be totally fup- 
plied wit’ fugars, &c. by France, ‘9 
the grea: detriment of the trade and 
navigation of this kingdom, as well 
as to the ruinof our Weit India iflands. 

That this ifland is near four hut- 
dred miles long, and 150 broad, '

eattle and other provifions, therefore 
not dependent on Ireland and North 
America for fuch fupplies. 

That with thefe natural refources, 
‘joined to the ceffion of the Spanifh 

f of this ifland to France, which 
fhe will immediately fettle both from 
Euro d her windward iflands, it 
will foon become, from its number's 
and fituation, the moft formidable 
country in that part of the world. 

That:as it is to the windward, it 
could at any time come in aid to and 
cover the Havannah, Vera Cruz, or 
any other partof thekingdomi of Mexi- 
co, which England perhaps-may here- 
after have occafion to attack. 

That as it is but eighteen leagues 
to windward. of Jamas the latter 
would, in times of war,. 
imminent danger, from the vicinity 
of fuch a numerous and powerful 
enemy, which would lay .this king- 
dom under an’ abfolute neceffity con- 
ftantly to keep a greater fleet and ar- 
my in that ifland than has hitherto 
been done.

Some of 
the unhappy delinquents I have been 
rinses: Mex ed, were, before the 
comm of the crime for which 
they are fentenced to die, men of a 
general good life and converfation, 
tender parents, affectionate hufbands, 
good fubjects, and inoffenfive neigh- 
urs: And it thocks me, that thele 
unbappy men fhould be fo untimely 
cut off on account of one rath, irre- 
gular aétion, an action to which they 
were excited by that very tenderne 
and affe&tion, which, in other inftan- 
ces, would render them the proper ob- 
jects of efteem? | 

But I fhall be told that my compaf- 
fion has got the better of my under- 
ftanding. Shall a parcel of daring 
villains be fuffered with impunity to 
violate their neighbours property ? 
Far be it from me to entertain any 
fuch fentiment. I freely own they @e- 
ferve purifhment. But I cannot hel 
wifhing that their lives will be thongit 
too great a forfeit for an irregularity 
to which they were prompted by their 
own feelings, and thofe of their ftarv- 
ing families. 

Equal crimes indeed, in the eye of 
the Jaw, have an equal degree of 
guilt in them: But equity has re- 
fpect to motives: And if any motives 
Ought to mitigate the punifhment of 
crimes, none can be found of greater 
force than thofe which led to the 


crime for which thefe unhappy men 


are condemned to fuffer. 

We do not find that any of them 
wanted to enrich themfelves by theif 
fpoils. They wanted only, as far a

On ‘begging to know her 
crime, fie was informed that the had wrong- 
ed Mrs, T—’s bed ;—not the repeated affe- 
verations of innocence, and the declasation of 
being entirely unknown to Mrs, T—'s hul- 
band, could prevent the following treatment, 
difgraceful te human nature ia general, and 
to the fofter fex in particular, 

“ The frantic T— obferving a-ring on 
the finger of the young woman ‘fhe feized iz 
as her own, {wearing that it had been given 
by her husband ; and then calling to her ae- 
groes, fhe ordered them to throw the poor 
victim on her back on the floor; and while 
they kept her in that pofition, or rather in a 
pofture too thecking to rejate, the inhuman 
T— applied a compofition of piteh and Cay- 
enne pepper, which the had prepared for the 
purpefe ; fome other circumftances that fol- 
lowed are likewife too fhocking to relate ; 
and afterall, the anhappy woman was 
firipped of ber claathes, and turned inte the 
fireet; to the difgrace of all and 
police, at‘noon-day. A tien has in- 
deed been commenced againft the inhuman 
perpetretrefs-of this horrid deed ; for,.. upon 
theftrifteft enquiry, itappearethat the husband 
had never feen che young woman, to his 
knowledge: but I doubt much whether the
